INTERESTING NEWS 


FROM SOLDIER BOYS 


FROM HOWAIU> McCAMLEY 


Dec. 29th, 1918 


Dear Father:— 


Have been a little careless about 


writing tho last two months, so will 
try and toll you all that has happen- 
ed slnco the armistice was signed. 


We got orderu to cease firing the 


morning the armistice was signed, 
HO thought something had happened 
and a little later we hoard all about 
It, and wore sure pleased, for we nad 
some rather thrilling experiences, 
and will try and toll you more about 
It later on. 


Tho 13th of Nov. we started for 


tho Oornutn border as the Army of 
Occupation, and landed 
in 
Polch, 


Germany, 2C kilos north 
of Cob- 


lent?,, hiked over some 
300 miles, 


but I was lucky as I had a single 
mount, and hare been a oalson cor- 
poral (for sometime, having been 
a 


gunner on the Marao, it was some 
hike and some did not stand it very 
well. 
We arrived In Polch on Dec, 


17th and went into 
billots there, 


I wrote you two letters while on the 
hiko, and carried them in my pocket 
until they wore out as there was no 
place to mall them, 


On Doc. 20th there woro 7 
men 


picked 
out 
to go to Marseilles, 


Franco to draw tractors for our bat- 
tery, as wo are to be motorized and I 
happened to be one of the 7, so today 
I am only a short distance from Mar- 
seilles waiting for them to be load- 
ed. 
Wo had a very wonderful trip, 


came thru Paris and stopped 
ovor 


there for a few hours. 


Will try and tell you a few things 


and what engagements we were in 
since being here. 
After being out 


from New York 
three days 
the 


Aeplla, tho boat I was on was ram- 
med by the Hurdn, with the result 
that both 
were 
damaged, 
so we 


had to go back to New York 
and 


start over again. We wero on the 
water 21 days, and we were pleased 
to got off, but I was not at all sick. 


We got two months training, and 


wont onto the front July 14th, the 
night the Germans made their final 
effort to reach Paris, a 
short dis- 


tance from Chateau 
Thierry, 
and 


later crossed the Marno at that place. 
Wo woro thoro until Aug. 2rd and 
were then relieved by the 32nd Dlv. 
tho ono Jack Carrigan belonged to. 
From there wo wont Into a 
rest 


camp for throe weeks and then 
to 


St Mihoal, in that battle which did 
not last long, and from there to the 
Mount 
Iflalkon, 
or 
tho 
Argonna 


Forest, which was the "holl" of them 
all, nnd many nights 
I 
wont 
out 


novor expecting to 
get 
buck, 
but 


thanks to the good Lord he <jaw mo 
thru, 


With every gun there Is a calbon 


or ammunition wagon, and at nights 
we hauled ammunition to the guns, 
or whon the guns moved up we wont 
up and moved them, and that Is what 
I was doing as calson corporal. 
The 


Germans did 
certainly 
shell 
tb,o 


roads, nnd I have some Interesting 
things to toll you whon I get back. 


From 
the 
Argonne Forest 
wo 


drove thorn back across the Mouse 
rlvor, and wero 10 kilos from Dun 
whon tho 
armistice 
was 
signed. 


We have no idea whon we will get 
back but hope it will bo this spring. 


When we started out we had 102 


head of horses, and 
4 guns, 
and 


when It endocl wo had 60 head 
of 


horses and 2 guns. 


It is surprising tho attitude 
tho 


Germans 
toward 
the 
Americans, 


nothing is too good for us and they 
seem to like the 
Americans 
and 


would like to have Wilson for their 
President. 


Thus far I have not received my 


Xmas package, and not 
had 
very 


much mall, but expect 
to 
receive 


same when we get back to Germany. 


Will have to close for now, and 


will write every week from now on, 
and hope to be with you this spilng.

Jan. 9th. 1819 
My Dear Sister:— 


Received your letter

anyway. 
A bunch of us boys hired 


a French man to take us along the 
front a couple of weeks ago with his 
car, 
Wo paid 
him 
fifty 
francs 


eacty 
or 10 
dollars 
in 
American 


money, it was the 29th of December. 
The day was bad as 
usual as 
it 


rained nearly all day 
We started 


at 8 o'clock in the moinlng and got 
to whore the German trenches were 
whon tho armistice was signed by 
9'30 
We stopped at several towns 


and took photos on the way thero 
and wo spent the hours exploring the 
Gorman 
trenches 
and 
dugouts, 


There wero 
mines 
In 
tho 
roads 


everywhere and big stone masonary 
In tho roads, with 12 Inch cyl. beams 
of stool to stop the tanks from com- 
ing across and 
cement barracados 


for machine guns were 
three 
feet 


thick 
and the 
amunitlon 
depots 


were tunneled out in the back and 
stdo of a hill with big door ways in 
tho hall ways, so that if a shell did 
hit along sldo of this place or on top 
it would mean no harm. 
There wero 


cement floors, reinforced with tim- 
bers about one inch 
thick. 
Tho 


floor was about 15-18 feet 
Inside 


and tho walls were about 
4 
feet 


thick. 
This place was where 
the 


German ofllcorH had their olllce and 
sleeping quarters and you may bo 
sure It was bomb proof 
I got a 


German book out ot the place 
I do 


not know -what it is but I took It for 
a. souvenir. 


All the dugouts and buildings had 


electric lights and there was a small 
spot of ground they 
had used 
to 


bury their dead in and had erected A 
small monument with a black cross 
I have pictures of all these 
places 


and they are good. 
I have about 


400 in my collection 
that I have 


taken myself and have gotten some 
from other boys. 


We ate dinner in a hotel 
where 


the proprietor was cooking for four 
years for eighty 
German 
soldiers 


and they slept Jn the cellar of this 
hotel, 
This was ona> of the most 


advanced post of the Germans but 
luckly It was a quiet sector and no 
damage was done to the hotel. But 
you ought to see the floors with shell 
holes in them, no roofs, same smash- 
ed entirely. The depot was entirely 
destroyed and the railway ties! and 
rails were taken away. 


There was a factory here where 


the Germans had taken a hammer 
and smashed every wheel and batter- 
ed every piece of machinery 
and 


broke the large drive wheel and the 
engine and smashed the cylinder, in 
foot everything so that it 
will be 


necessary to replace every piece of 
machinery there. There 
IB a big 


shell hole in tho smoke stack. In 
back the Germans dug a. tunnel un- 


der the factory and under a small 
river and over to ,the French side 
and made a listening post of i.t 
TUis took them a long time to do but 
the tunnel is largo enough "for two 
men to pass by and about flvo feet 
high and boarded up. I was in it 
myself but not clear through for near 
thb river it was full of water. 
They 


used to keep it dry1 by pumping out 
thj> water. 
' 
, 


They had all the things out of the 


school and smashed all the windows 
an dmndo a defensq barrack 'ot tho 
stone fence: There was a Yiddish 
church there but not much damage 
iad been done" outside of rendering 


few shells Into it, 
There 
weru 


German signs 
everywhere, some 
I 


could understand I and others not. 


Well I will tell you more when •! 


get home, 
It 
has rained 
every 


other day if not every day since the 
alter part of August and tho 
bebt 


day since then was New Years' day, 
! took some rnoro pictures that day 
as it was warm like summer until 
4 o'clock then It clouded up and has 
been, the same since thon. 
It snow- 


ed a little once and that lasted about 
24 hours. 
We had the Monla. man 


hare that day taking pictures of us 
an|d our camp. You'll see my face- 
on it too. somewhere, 
Well I rnuu1'

So good bye.

FROM SOLDIER BOYS 


FROM HOWARD McCAMIJEY 


Dec. 29th, 1918 


Dear Father:— 


Have beea^a little .careless about 


writing the last two months, so •will 
try and tell you all that has happen- 
ed since the armistice was signed. 
We got orders to cease firing the 


morning the armistice was signed, 
so thought something had happened 
and a little later we heard all about 
It, and were sure pleased, for we had 
some rather thrilling experiences, 
and will try and tell you more about 
it later on. 
The 13th of Nov. we started for 


the German border as the Army of 
Occupation, and landed 
in 
Polch, 


Germany, 25 kilos 
north 
of Cob- 


lentz, hiked over some 
300 miles, 


but I was lucky as I had a single 
mount, and hare been a oaiaon cor- 
poral (for sometime, having been 
a 


gunner on the Marne, It was some 
hike and some did not stand it very 
well. 
We arrived in Polch on Dec. 


17th and went Into 
billets 
there. 


I wrote you two letters while on the 
hike, and carried them in my pocket 
until they wore out as there was no 
place to mail them. 
On' Dec. 20th there were 7 
men 


picked 
out 
to go to Marseilles, 


France to draw tractors for our bat- 
tery, as we are to be motorized and I 
happened to be one of the 7, so today 
I am only a short distance from Mar- 
seilles waiting for them to be load- 
ed. 
We had a very wonderful trip, 


came thru Paris and stopped 
over 


there for a few hours. 
Will try and tell you a few things 


and what engagements we were in 
since being here. 
After being out 


from New York 
three days 
the 


Aeolis, the boat I was on was ram- 
med by the Huron, with the result 
that .both 
were 
damaged, 
so we 


had to go back to New : York 
and 
start over again. 
We were on the 


•water 21 days, and we were pleased 
to get off, but I was not at all sick. 


We got two months training, and 


went onto the front July 14th, the 
night the Germans made their final 
effort to reach Paris, a short 
dis- 
tance from Chateau 
Thierry, 
and 


later crossed the Marne at that, place. 
We were there until Aug. 2rd and 
•were then relieved by the 32nd Div. 
the one Jack Carrigan belonged to. 
From there we went 
into a .rest 


camp for three weeks and then 
to 
St. Miheal, in that battle which did 
not last long, and from there to the 
Mount 
Flalkon, 
or 
the 
Argonne 


Forest, which was the "hell" at them 
all, and many nights 
I 
went 
out 


never expecting to 
get 
back, 
but 


thanks to the good Lord he saw me 
thru. 
With every gun there is a caison 


or ammunition wagon, and at nights 
we hauled ammunition to the guns, 
or when the guns moved up we went 
up and moved them, and that is what 
I was doing as caison corporal. 
The 


Germans did 
certainly 
shell 
the 


roads, and I have some 
interesting 


things to tell you when I get back. 


From 
the 
Argonne Forest we 


drove them back across 
the Meuse 


river, and were 10 kilos from Dun 
when the 
armistice 
was 
signed. 


We have no idea when we will get 
back but hope it will be this spring. 


When we started out we had 192 


head of horses, and 
4 
guns, 
and 


when it ended we had 60 head of 
horses and 2 guns. 
It is surprising the attitude 
the 


Germans 
toward 
the 
Americans, 


nothing is too good for us and they 
seem to like the 
Americans 
and 


would like to have Wilson for their 
President. 
Thus far I have not received my 


Xmas package, and not 
-had 
very 


much maJl, but expect 
to 
receive 


same when we get back to Germany. 


Will have to close for now, and 


will write every week from now on, 
and hope to be with you this spring.

The State Food 
Administration 


has sent out its final bulletin to the 
County and Deputy Food Administra- 
tors advising that the Food Adniinis-. 
trtion will be demobilized on Febru- 
ary 15th. 
The Federal Food Act of August 


10th, 
1917, however, provides that, 


until peace terms are actually signed 
and ratified by congress, food con- 
trol remains in effect and all 
per- 


sons dealing in food stuffr, aro still

FROM SOLDIER BOYS 


FROM HOWARD McOAMLEY 


Dear Father:— 


Dec. 29th, 1918 


Have been a little ^careless about 


writing the laat two months, so will 
try and tell you all that boa happen- 
ed since the armistice was signed. 


We pot orders to cease firing the 


morning the armistice was signed, 
so thought something had happened 
and a little later we heard all about 
it, and were sure pleased, for we nad 
some rather thrilling 
experiences, 


and will try and tell you more about 
H later on. 


The 13th of Nov. we started for 


the Gorman border as the Army of 
Occupation, and landed 
in 
Polch, 


Germany, 26 kilos north 
of 
Cob- 


lontz, hiked over some 
300 miles, 


but I was lucky aa I had a single 
mount, and have been a ooison cor- 
poral ifor sometime, having been 
a 


gunner oa the Marne, it was soni6 
hike and some did not stand It very 
well: 
Wo arrived In Polch on Doc. 


17th and went Into 
billets 
there, 


I wrote you two letters while on the 
hlko, and carried them in my pocket 
until they wore out as there was no 
place to mail them. 


On Dec, 20th there wore 7 
men 


picked 
out 
to go to Marseilles, 


Francs to draw tractors for our bat- 
tery, as wo are to be motorized and I 
happened to be one of the 7, so today 
I am only a short distance from Mar- 
seilles waiting for them to bo load- 
ed, 
We had a very wonderful trip, 


came thru Paris and 
stopped 
over 


there for a few hours. 


Will try and tell you a few things 


and what engagements we were in 
since being hero. 
After being out 


from New York 
three days 
the 


Aeollo, the boat I was on was ram- 
mod by the Huron, with the result 
that both 
were damaged, 
so , wo 


had to go back to New York 
and 
start over again. Wo were on the 
water 21 days, and we were pleased 
to get off, but I was not a,t all sick. 


Wo got two months training, and 


went onto the front July 14th, the 
night the Germans made their final 
effort to roach Paris, a short 
dis- 


tance from Chateau 
Thierry, 
and 


later crossed the Marno at that place, 
Wo ware there until Aug. 3rd and 
were than relieved by the 32nd Div. 
tho one Jack Carrlgan belonged to, 
From thero we went 
into a 
rest 


camp for three weeks and 
then 
to 


St. Mlhoal, In that battle which did 
not last long, and from there to the 
Mount 
Palkon, 
or 
the 
Argonno 


Forest, which was tho "hell" of them 
ull, and many nights' I 
went 
out 


never expecting to 
got 
back, 
but 


thanks to tho good Lord he saw me 
thru. 


With every gun there is a calson 


or ammunition wagon, and at nights 
wo hauled ammunition to the guns, 
or when the puns moved up we wont 
up and moved thorn, and that is what 
I was doing as caloon corporal. 
The 


Germans did 
certainly 
shell 
tho 


roads, and I have some 
interesting 


things to toll you when I got back. 


From 
the 
Argonne Forest wo 


drove thorn buck across the 
Mouse 


river, and wore 10 kilos from Dun 
when tho 
armistice 
was 
signed. 


Wo have no Idea when we will get 
back but hope It will be this spring. 


When wo started out we had 192 


hoad of horses, and 
4 
guns, 
and 


when It ended TVO had 60 
head 
of 


horses and 2 guns. 


It is surprising the attitude 
tho 


Germans 
toward 
the 
Americans, 


nothing is too good for us and they 
seem to like the 
Americana 
and 


would like to have Wilson for their 
President. 


Thus far I have not received ray 


Xmas package, and not 
had 
very 


much mall, but expect 
to 
receive 


same when we get back to Germany. 


Will have to closo for now, and 


will write every week from now on, 
and hope to be with you this spring.

My Dear Sister:— 


Received your letter 
and 
cards 


yesterday and thanks for the same, 
It seems hard for me to think of 
anything but the same

all the time but hero Is a little news 
anyway. 
A bunch of us boys hired 


a French man to take us along the 
front a couple of weeks ago with his 
car. 
We paid 
him 
fifty 
francs 


each ] or 10 
dollars 
in 
American 


money, it was the 29th of December. 
The day was bad as 
usual 
as 
it 


ruined nearly all clay, 
We started 
al 8 o'clock in tho morning and got 
to whoro the German trenches were 
when the armistice was signed by 
9:30. 
Wo stopped at several towns 


and took photos on the way there 
and we spent tho hours exploring the 
Gorman 
trenches 
nnd 
dugouts, 


There were 
mines 
In 
the 
roads 


everywhere and big stone masonary 
In the roads, with 12 inch cyl, beams 
of steel to stop the tanks from com- 
ing across and 
cement 
barracados 


for machine guns were 
throe 
feet 


thick 
and tho 
ainunltlon 
depots 


wore tunneled out in the back and' 
side of a hill with big door ways in 
tho hall ways, so that if a shell did 
hit along side of this place or on top 
it would mean no harm. There woro 
cemont floors, reinforced with tim- 
bers about one inch 
thick. 
The 


floor Wns about 15-18 feet 
inside 


and the walls were about 
4 
feet 


thick. 
This place was where 
the 


German officers had their ofilce nnd 
sleeping quarters and you may bo 
sure It was bomb proof. I got a 
German book out of tho place, 
I do 


not know what it is but I took it for 
n. souvenir. 


All the dugouts and buildings had 


electric lights and there was a small 
spot of ground they 
had used 
to 


bury their dead In and had erected a 
small monument with a black cross, 
I have pictures of all these 
places 


and they are good. 
I have about 


400 in my collection 
that I have 


taken myself and have gotten some 
from other boys. 


We ate dinner in a 
hotel 
where 


tho proprietor was cooking for four 
years for eighty 
German 
soldiers 


and they slept in the cellar of this 
hotel. This was one of the moat 
advanced post of tho Germans but 
luckly it wus a quiet sector and no 
damage was done to the hotel. 
But 


you ought to see the floors with shell 
holes in them, no roofs, same smash- 
ed entirely. • The depot was entirely 
destroyed and the railway ties and 
rails were taken, away. 


i There was a factory here 
where 


the Germans had taken a hammer 
and smashed every wheel and batter- 
ed every piece 
of machinery 
and 


broke the large drive wheel and the 
engine and smashed the cylinder, in 
fact everything so that it will be 
necessary to replace every piece of 
machinery there. There is a 
big 


shell hole in the smoke stack. 'In 
back the Germans dug & tunnel un- 


der the factory and under 
a small 


river and over to the French side 
and made a listening post of i,t 
This took them a long time to So but 
tho tunnel is large enough for two 
men to pass by and about five feet 
high and boarded up. I was'in it 
myself but not clear through for near 
the river it was full of water. 
They 


used to keep Jt dry by pumping out 
the water. 


They had all the things, out of the 


school and smashed all the windows 
an dmade a defense barrack of tho 
stouo fence. 
There was a Yiddish 


church there but not much damage 
had been- done outside of rendering 
a few shells into it, 
There 
weru 


German signs 
everywhere, some 
I 


could understand and others not. 


Well I will tell you more when 
I 


get home. ' It 
has rained 
every 


other day i,f not every day since the. 
latter part of August and tho 
best 


day since then was New Years' day. 
I took some more pictures that day 
ao it wns warm like summer

4 o'clock then it clouded up and has 
been the same since then.

OF EASTERN EUROPE. 


IS PLEA FOR EASIER TERMS 


Congressman Cannon's Vigorous Old- 


Time Speech for Bill to Appropriate 
$100,000,000 for the Starving Peo- 
ple of Central Europe.

Washington.—For 
several 
weeks 


there lias boon in circulation something 
thnt comes very near being propa- 
ganda,- but it may simply be the result 
of more recent investigations of con- 
ditions In E'urope. 
Stories are told In 


various v/ii.ys and at various times 
nbout the condition of Germany and 
her Innblllt;- to pay nny large Indem- 
nity. 
Then these statements are fol- 


lowed up with others to the effect that 
It v/ill not dn to boycott Germany and 
that she muse hnv« nn opportunity to 
secure raw materials and thnt .her 
products must be bought by other 
countries, pNe her people will starve 
and bolshevlsm will take absolute con- 
trol. 
Finally those stories culminate 


in this sort of scare: 


All eastern Europe, it Is snld. Is hnd- 


ly tinctured with bolshevism. 
Ger- 


many, containing the most Intelligent 
of alt tlie populations, Is tending to- 
ward bolshovlsm. and there is grave 
danger that she may become the lend- 
er of thai; v-nst territory comprising 
Germany, Russia, Austria, parts of 
Turkey and most of the Balkans. This 
would mtnn another war aud on a 
much greater scale -and of far more 
disastrous 
consequences 
than 
that 


which has just been fought. 


Tn this connection it is said that 


one reason why ti e president was so 
nnxlous to j?ot $100,000,000 to feed the 
starving peoples of Europe wns for 
tha purpose of stopping the spread of 
bolshevlsm. 
Possibly this carries out 


the idea voiced by Senator Varrtnmnn 
of Mississippi, who says that bolshe- 
vlsm Is n disease caused by hunger. 
It mny be thnt the hungry hordes of 
Kuropc arc going to bo n grcnt menace, 
but It IH Impossible for them to become 
as great n menace as was Germany. 


The men who are putting forth these 


Ideas admit that there Is still n strong 
sentiment In the countries lately nt 
war with Germany to imike that coun- 
try pay. and pay heavily, for the in- 
juries she inflicted upon Belgium nnd 
France and the enormous expense she 
caused all the nations in the great 
wnr. 
They also say that flic sentiment 


In the United Stares is stronger even 
than In Kuropo, and they realize that 
it would be very difficult to overcome 
the Idea of exacting a vast Indemnity 
from Germany and nt the same time 
making her an outlaw among nations. 
Movt-rtholpss, they nro asserting thnt 
It is necessary In order to establish 
stable governments in Europe. 


Uncle .Toe Cannon will go down In 


history us the most remarkable man 
that has ever been known in the halls 
of congress.

American countries where there are 
Inrge German populations.

A New Stitch. 


A handy stitch, which is probably 


not new at all to the older needle- 
workers, but which Is sure to interest 
those of younger years, is making nn 
appearance on new runners and pillow 
tops. It is done usually in black and 
serves to outline a stenciled or printed 
design. It is a series of black: stitches, 
with the stitch as it appears on the 
right side left in a ratber long loop, 
say a quarter of nn inch. 
As each 


stitch is taken, it should pierce the 
thread lying underneath to bold it. 
After the entire outline is filled with 
these close-lying loops, the scissors go 
over them and clip them into a soft 
nap appearance for the whole design. 
Of course, this stitch is only practical 
'on dark materials that will not need 
constant laundering, as the loops would 
null out or flatten out In washmg and 
ironing.

Colored straw plaques and bits of 


ine embroidered linen form the found- 
ition of some of the newest and pret- 
iest workbags. There are plenty of

A New Stitch. 


A handy stitch, which Is probably

Ducks can be raised with success 


and at a profit on general farms or by 
town poultry keepers, but do not ap- 
iv»ar to be easily adapted as a source 
of income -to average farm conditions 
as chickens, although they serve to 
add variety both of meat and eggs 
for the table. 
The 
demands tor 


ducks' eggs arc more limited than for 
hens' eggs, anu the demand for table 
duck at. good prices is, to a great ex- 
tert confined to the large cities, and 
is not nearly as general as the demand 
for chickens. For this, reason poultry 
specialists of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture advise that 
prospective duck raisers study the 
market conditions before making a 
largo investment, in ducks. 


Intensive-duck farming on a large 


scale, the specialists say, has beeu 
more successful (ha;i intensive chicken 
riisiug. The Pekin ducks, which are 1 
kept extensively by commercial grow- 
ers are less subject to disease than 
chickens, und

Growing Green Ducks. 


A green duck is'a duckling which 


has grown rapidly and marketed when 
from eight to twelve weeks old, weigh- 
ing at Unit time from four and one- 
half to six pounds.' Tins-rapid growth 
i« made possible by an abundance of 
care and good feeding.

prices for ducks are usually paid early 
in the spring, but the demand is cluef-

The fattening ration, which should 


he u.sed i'or two weeks before kjlling-, 
consists of three.parts, by weight, of 
cornmcal,' two parts of low-grade Hour 
or middlings, one part of bran, one- 
half- part of beef scrap, 10 per, cent 
green feed and 3 per cent grit. This 
mash is fed three times daily. 
The 


green feed is sometimes left out of 
the ration during the last week of fat- 
tening, as it tends to color the meat, 
but it is easier to 'keep the ducklings 
in good feeding condition if it is in- 
cluded. Boiled flsh is ;sometiines used 
in place of the beef scrap, but this 
should be discontinued two weeks be- 
fore the ducklings are killed in order 
not to impart a fishy taste. 
Where 


milk is available at a sufficiently low 
price, the rations recommended for 
milk-fattened chickens would produce 
a wll-bleached milk-fed green duck. 
Celery seed is also used, as this is said 
to flavor the llesh. 


The Egg Breed. 


For the general farmer who is more 


interested in obtaining eggs than in 
producing green ducks for the market, 
the Indian Runner is a good breed. 
This duck holds the same relative po- 
sition in the duck family that the Leg- 
horn does in the chicken family. 
It 


lays a good-shied white egg, consider- 
ably larger than a. hen's egg, and Is 
declared to be, a small eater, a good 
forager and hardy. 


At the present time the keeping of 


ducks for eggs is an industry which 
appears to be growing more rapidly in 
the South than elsewhere. 
A good de- 


mand for these eggs exists at Easter 
time, and the prices are usually sev- 
eral ceots a dozen higher than for 
hens' eggs, but during the balance of 
the year the average price i'or the two 
h;is 'been about the same. 
Recently, 


however, the introduction of. the In- 
dian Runner has helped in building 
up a trade in first-chiss ducks' eggs. 
These eegs should be marketed 
fre- 


quently, "as chey depreciate in quality 
more rapidly than hens' eggs. 
The 


possibilities of securing 
a market, 


moreover, should be carefully invesu- 
"ated for it is only in certain places 
that good prices tail be secured for 
fancy ducks' eggs.

The first ration should consist of a 
mixture which contains equal parts by 
measure of rolled oats and bread 
crumbs, with R per cent of sharp sand 
mixed in the feed.

-sent to this country to study methods for re- 
habilitating nnd reorganizing Belgium.

ited Cincinnati and said of the Social Unit:

Babies die be- 


cause the mothers do nof; know bow to care for 
them. 
Many people who have consumption and 


other diseases live with small children around 
them, exposing them to sickness. 
Many invalids 


spend months at home, alone and unbetriended. 
All this Is not because the people of the city are 
not as kind hearted tind as willing to be helpf.il, 
but because the city is too larje for every one to 
know every one else, aud innny people live near 
each other for years without knowing even each 
other's names. 


The Social Unit organization has divided the 


district of 15,000 people in which it is working 
:lnto thirty-one small blocks of nbout f>00 people 
each. The plan is to make each of these blocks 
n tiny ..village where folks will come to know one 
another and to be interested in having their neigh- 
bors happy and contented. 
In a country village 


there Is usually some one woman who is ti sort of 
village mother to whom folks go in times of trou- 
ble, who knows every one and is always busy 
getting people to help those in need. 
Taking her 


-as nn example, the Social Unit organisation has 
found In each tiny block village a woman who 
serves as a "block worker." who k'nows when 
anyone needs help of any kind and sees that help 
is given by the right agency. 
This, worker is 


chosen by the people of her block and is paid 
enough so thnt she will be enabled to employ 
someone to do part of her housework during the 
times that she is "mothering" her block. 
The 


thirty-one block workers, together, form 'what.is 
called the Citizens' Council. 
The work of this 


Citizens' Council is to leurn what the needs of 
every part of the district are and to see that plans 
nre worked out for meeting these needs. 
In do- 


ing tht,s it uses the knowledge of the different 
skilled groups in tlie community. 


Use People With Expert Knowledge. 


In every community there are certain groups, 


each of which knows more about one particular 
thing than any other group. 
For example, the 


doctors know more about the prevention of dis- 
ease than anyone- else, the teachers know more 
about 'educating children, 
the plumbers about 


plumbing, the business men about business, and 
so on. 


The Social Unit hns organized people with spe- 


cial skill for the good of the community as a 
whole. 
The doctors are tlie board of health of 


the district; the employers and trade unionists 
are the industrial experts; the s'ocial workers .-ire 
Ihe department of public welfare; the teachers 
the hoard of education, and so on. 
When the 


Citizens' 
Council,

tives" discover a health need in the- district it 
puts the problem up to the doctor group. 
From 


that time on the doctors are responsible for find- 
ing a solution for the problem and for submitting 
the plan they devise to the Citizens' Council.

district were organized they found tlmt there 
were many babies dying every year quite unneces- 
sarily, either because little diseases which they 
contracted were not taken in time, or because 
their mothers were not properly educated in ear- 
in- for them. 
The doctors risked the Citizens' 


Council to go into their blocks and find out how 
many children under six years of uge there were. 


. They found that there were 1,170. 
The doctors 


decided to give each of these children a • com-

It Is hard to

lion or more. -But in a city block, which Is really 
a little village, with Its own council, Its own 
''block worker," its own program of health, recrea- 
'tion nnd civic endeavor, every man. woman nnd 
child is impo-.tant. 
If they fail to do their part 


they can see Immediately the effect upon the life 
of their Jittlo community. 
If they work In the 


interests of their little community they can see 
the good effects as well. 
And this, after all. is 


the advantage which the village has over the city 
People don't get lost in the village as they do In 
the city. And no one can "get lost" in the Social 
Unit.

to gain control of the situation. 


The following statement was is- 


sued : 
"The government regards the labor 


situation as >a light between regular 
labor union leaders and rebels. If the 
regular leaders are unable to gain con- 
trol the government will then intervene 
for the protection of society."

according to the Mail, which says that 
a similar plan has been successfully 
employed in Switzerland, Holland and 
Australia. 


The newspaper states that, should 


the actions of the strikers warrant 
such a course, the citizens may be 
asked to form a guard to maintain 
transport, lighting and food supply 
services and also to guard power sta- 
tions, flour mills and important fac- 
tories. 
More than a quarter of a million 


men were demobilized in the week- 
ended January SO and the total to 
date has exceeded a million men. The 
demobilization is continuing in the 
most 
satisfactory 
manner, but 
the 


opinions prevail here that the one un- 
fortunate feature of the situation is 
that the men' are not being absorbed 
in civil occupations in proportion to 
the rate of demobilization. 


That the industries of the country 


are unable to provide all the men with 
jobs is said to be almost entirely due 
to the fact that industry is suffering 
from a shortage of coal. 
This short- 


age is one of the most serious ques- 
tions at present facing the country.

schools during an epidemic, prohibit- 
ing carriers of disease from handling 
milk or milk, products, excluding « 
health officer from personal liability 
in performance of his duties legaliz- 
ing delayed filing of birth and death 
certificates and including a compre- 
hensive measure for strict supervision 
of public water supplies, sewage dis- 
posal and industrial waste. 


The board amended the diphtheria 


rule to provide taking of throat swabs 
to detect germs, amended the scarlet 
fever rule, providing quarantine of 
three weeks and until the mucous 
membrane of patient is normal and 
scaling of skin is complete. The hoard 
voted to amend the statutes to compel 
reporting of chancroid and prohibit 
advertising of certain patent medicines 
for social disease.

Congressman Cannon's Vigorous Old- 


Time Speech for Bill to Appropriate 
$100,000,000 for the Starving Peo- 
ple of Central Europe.

Washington.—For 
several 
weeks 


there- has been In circulation something 
that come.s very near being propa- 
ganda, but It may simply be the result 
of more recent investigations of con- 
ditions In Europe. 
Stories are told In 


various ways and at various times 
about the condition of Germany ano> 
her Inability to pay any large Indem- 
nity. 
Then these ^statements are fol- 


lowed up with others to the effect that 
It will not do to boycott Germany and 
that she must have an opportunity to 
secure raw materials and that her 
products must be bought by other 
countries, ehse her people will starve 
arid holshovlsm will take absolute con- 
trol. 
Finally these stories culminate 


in this sort of scare: 


All eastern Europe, It Is said, is bad- 


ly tinctured with bolshevlsm. • Ger- 
many, containing the most Intelligent 
of all the populations, is tending -to- 
ward bolshevlsm. and there Is grave 
danger that she may become the lead- 
er of that vast, territory comprising 
Germany, Russia, Austria, parts of 
Turkey nnd most of the Balkans. This 
would mean another war and on n 
much greater scale and of far more 
disastrous 
consequences 
than 
that 


which has just been fought. 


In this connection It Is said that 


one reason why the president was so. 
anxious to get $100.000.000 to feed the 
starving peoples of Europe was for 
the purpose of stopping the spread of 
holshovlsm. 
Possibly this carries out 


the Idea voiced by Senator Vardaman 
of Mississippi, who'says that bolsbe- 
vism Is a disease caused by hunger. 
It may be that the hungry hordes of 
Europe are going to be a great menace, 
but it Is impossible for them to become 
as great a menace as was Germany. 


The men who are putting forth these 


Ideas admit that there Is still a strong 
sentimerft In the countries lately at 
war with Germany to make that coun- 
try pay, and pay heavily, for the In- 
juries she inflicted upon Belgium nnd 
["ranee and the enormous expense she 
caused all the nations in the great 
war. 
They also say that the sentiment 


In the United States is stronger even 
than In Europe, and they realize that 
it would lie very difficult to overcome 
the Idea oC exacting n vast indemnity 
from Germany and at the same time 
making her an outlaw among nations. 
Nevertheless, they are asserting that 
It is necessary in order to establish 
stable governments In Europe. 


Uncle .Toe Cannon will go down In 


history as the most remarkable man 
that has over been known in the balls 
oC congress. 
He wont into action In 


his old-time, vigorous style in support 
of the bill to give S100,000,000 to feed 
the starving peoples of Europe. 
He 


was Hlce the ,Toe Cannon of a quarter 
oC a century ago, going through all the 
gyrations, arm swinging, fancy steps, 
and using the terse Anglo-Saxon which 
Is always effective. 
There has not 


been a speech made in congress in many 
years that wu« so liberally punctuat- 
ed with cheers and applause as that 


| made by this famous octogenarian, who 
! has been longer in congress than any 


other man who ever served. 


There are few vacancies happening 


In Important offices In these days for 
which .Tames Hamilton Lewis is not 
mentioned. Just why it happens that 
the brilliant Illinois senator Is consid- 
ered a lame cluck and must have an 
office is scarcely known. 
Lewis Is a 


very successful Inwyor and can take 
care of himself, even If he does not 
hold a public ollice. 


Tt seems that there Is no city of 


Washington. Some one,who was inter- 
ested In such matters created quite a 
stir a few months ago by declaring 
that "Washington city" does not exist, 
that there never lias heen n law creat- 
ing such a city, and that the seat of 
government of the United States Is 
simply the District of Columbia. Sinqe 
that time all proclamations Issuing 
from the White House have been 
"Done In the District of Columbia," 
etc., 
Instead of "Done in the city of 


Washington." Senator Myers of Mon- 
tana has Introduced a bill to remedy 
the situation and provide for the es- 
tablishment of a city of Washington, 
with boundaries the same as those of 
the District. 


Some time In the future there is 


going to be a move made to find the 
unknown heroes of the great war. 
VCMien we come to think of it, there 
are mighty few heroes of this war 
yet, although everybody knows that 
many heroic deeds were performed. 
Senator Weeks of Massachusetts says 
there ought to an 
inquiry to find 


out who these men are. 
Any quan- 


fity of men performed great deeds of 
valor, but these rloeds have gone unre- 
corded because the officer or man per- 
forming them was. not under the eye of 
n superior officer at the time who could 
make a report of It. Private letters 
have tol'l of many heroic actions which 
were seen only by private soldiers, aaJ

It takes a great crisis 
like the \vm\to show the weak points 
of a nation and'our weakest point was 
undoubtedly our large foreign popula- 
tion. Then; are 7,000,000 people in the 
United States above the age of ten 
years who can neither read nor write 
the Kngllsh language. During the war 
it has been declared by every-vgreat 
American that citizens of this country 
must be absolute in their loyalty. Ibis 
cannot be accomplished unless some 
method is followed by which our for- 
eign population may be educated to 
soe things from an American point of 
view. How to ilo It is a question that 
is one of our great 
reconstruction 


problems. 


Figures have been collected from 


the states by the agricultural depart- 
ment showing the number of returned 
soldiers that 'can .be used for road- 
hulldlng work. According to these fig- 
ures more than 100,000 of the demo- 
bilized soldiers cau be employed in 
this kind of work, either as skilled or 
unskilled workmen. It will be killing 
two birds with one stone If employ- 
ment can be furnished that many men 
after their discharge from the army, 
and at the same time provide effective 
organizations for the building and up- 
keep of good roads. 


A"s Europe looks toward ppnce Mex- 


ico looms upon the horizon as a 
trouble maker for this country. 
Are 


we ever going to get back again to 
the trunquil days of pence nnd quiet 
which 
tlio country enjoyed for 
a 


quarter of n century before the Span- 
ish war? Of course there were little 
difficulties with foreign governments, 
but they were- easily settled and of 
small 
moment compared 
to 
those 


which have come, upon us from tin- 
days 
we became a 
world 
power. 


After the acquisition of the Phil- 
ippines we thought we had to have 
an eye out as to the purposes of 


i Japan In the Orient. 
In later years 


i the troubles in Mexico have been ours 


to a large extent nnd have necessi- 
tated the use of our fleet and our 
army. 
At the present time there is 


great uneasiness along the border, 
which accounts for the movement to 
extend our southern boundary line 
still farther south in order to insure 
peace along the Rio Grande and in 
southern Ari/.ona and New Mexico. It 
is asserted by some who think they 
know what is going on that when 
President Wilson gets through with 
his peace negotiations in Europe he 
will have another great task in pacify- 
ing Mexico. 


People desiring 10 travel in any for- 


eign country experience a great deal 
of 
difficulty in obtaining passports. 


Bnfore the war people could travel iu 
Great Britain, Germany, Efollnnd, Bel- 
gium, France and Italy without pass- 
ports. 
Now no one can laud iu any 


Kuropean or South American country 
without a passport and our govern- 
ment'has been warned by most ot'-the 
countries that the fewer passports is- 
sued, the better they will HEe it. 
It 


is rather surprising to nnd that the 
English government is one of those 
which has asked the United States to 
restrict the issuing of. passports to 
those persons who absolutely must 
visit that country. 
The scarcity of 


food In the European countries is giv- 
en as the main reason why people 
from America are not desired at the 
present time. As to the South Araeri 
can countries, our government has 
found that a great many persons ob- 
tained passports and went to that 
continent and 
engaged 
in German 


propaganda, and they are still appre- 
hensive that German agents may be- 
come a disturbing element in South 
American countries where there are 
large German populations. 


There has been a tremendous effort 


to get Senator Moses, the new sena- 
tor from New Hampshire, to vote for 
woman suffrage. 
Moses intends to 


vote the sentiment of his state. 
"I 


must have a mandate from my state 
before i will vote for the woman-sut- 
frage amendment," he told the people 
who asked him his views. 
Ho would 


consider a resolution by the state leg- 
islature a "mandate."

A New Stitch. 


A handy stitch, which is probably 


not new at all to the older needle- 
workers, but which is sure to interest 
those of younger years,'is making an 
appearance on new runners and pillow 
tops. It is done usually in black and 
scrves^to outline a stenciled or printed 
design. It is n series of black stitches, 
with the stitch as it appears on the 
right side Teft in a rather long loop, 
say a quarter of an inch.

stitch is taken, it should pierce the 
thread lying underneath to hold it. 
After'the entire outline is filled with 
these close-lying loops, the scissors go 
over them and clip them into a soft 
nap appearance for the whole design. 
Of course, this stitch -is only practical 
on dark materials that will not need 
constant laundering, as tlie loops would 
null out or flatten out in washing and

The doctors and nurses wore mobl 
llzod through the district headquarters, so that 
cases could bo cured for In tho shortest possible 
time. There was hardly n case In the district 
which was not reported, and when the epidemic 
was over It was found that tho death rate In this 


district bad been n third 
lower that in the rest of 
the city.

Unit experiment—for tho Cincinnati district IH 
really u laboratory for social experimentation, 
and hundreds of men and women of vision are 
Inlcrested In It—believe that the secret of a suc- 
cessful community organisation lies In making 
everyone feel Hint, be Is, Important. It Is hard lo 
feel tlmf you are Important, and thai what you 
do counts for good or 111, In a city of half n mil- 
lion or more. .Hut in a clly block, which Is really 
a 
l i t t l e village, with Its own council, Its own 


"block worker," Its own program of health, recrea- 
tion and civic endeavor, every man, woman and 
child Is Important. 
If they fall to do their part 


they can see Immediately the effect upon tlio life 
of their lilllc community. 
If (hey work In the 


Interests of their little community they can see 
the good effects as well. 
And this, after all, Is 


the advantage which the village bus ovor the cllv 
People don't gel lost In tho village as they do in 
Iho clly. And no one can "gel lost" In (ho Social 
Unll.

The Social Unit organization has divided the 


district of 13,000 peoplu In which It Is working 
Into thirty-one small blocks of about 500 peoplu 
each. The plan Is to make each of these blocks 
a tiny village wheie folks will come lo know one 
another nnd to bu Interested in having their neigh- 
bors hnppy mill contented, 
In n country village 


there Is usually some one woman who Is n sort of 
village mother to whom folks go In limes of trou- 
ble, uho knows every ono nnd Is always busy 
getting people lo help those In need. Talcing her 
as un example, Iho .Social Unit oigmilsnllon lias 
found In c»(.h tiny block jHinge a woman who 
serves us a "block worker," who knows when 
anyone nucds help of any klnil and sees that help 
Is given by the right ngcnej.

dren who bad been examined and sec that the pnr- 
','iits were giving them the right care. 


When the epidemic of Inlluenun broke out, every- 


one knew that somewhere In his or her bloc):, 
within calling distance, was a woman who would 
exert the utmost effort to see tlmt those who were 
III got help. 
The doctors and nurses wore mobl 


lizud through the district, headquarters, so thnt 
eases could be cured for In tho shortest possible 
time, 
There was hardly n eusr In the district 


which was not reported, nnd when tbe epidemic 
was over It was found that the death rate In this 


district bad been n third 
lower that In the rest of 
tho clly.

Unit experiment—-for Ihe Cincinnati district Is 
really a laboratory for social experimentation, 
and hundreds of men and women of vision nre 
Interested In It—believe that the secret of a .suc- 
cessful 
community organisation lies In making 


everyone feel that he Is Important, It Is bard to 
fool thnt you are Important, and that what you 
do counts for good or 111, In a city of half a mil- 
lion or more, 
Hut In a clly block, which Is really 


n lltlle village, with Its own council, Its own 
"block worker," Us own program of health, recreu- 
(Ion nnd civic endeavor, every man, woman and 
child Is Important. 
If they fall to do their part 


they cnn see Immediately the effort upon the life 
of their little communllv. 
If ibey work In Ihe

Artificial Methods of Hatching and 


Rearing Have Been Used Success- 


fully—Pekin Breed Is Hardy 


and Good Layers. 


Ducks can be raised with success 


and at a profit on general farms or by 
town poultry keepers, but do not ap- 
pear to be easily adapted as a source 
of income to average farm conditions 
ns chickens, although they serve to 
Hrld variety both of meat and eggs 
for 
the table. 
The 
demands for 


ducks' eggs are more limited than for 
liotis' eggs, and the demand f,or tablo 
duck at good prices is, to a great ex- 
tout, confined to the large cities, and 
is not nearly as general as the demand 
for chickens. Far this reason poultry 
specialists of the United States de- 
partment of ugrlculture advise that 
prospective duck raisers study the 
market conditions before making a 
large investment in ducks. 


Intensive duck farming on a large 


scale, the spccinlists say, has been 
more successful tlia.T intensive chicken 
raising. The Pekiu ducks, which are 
kept extensively by commercial grow- 
ers, are less subject to disease thun 
chickens, and 
artificial 
methods of 


hatching smd rearing have been used 
very successfully by them. 
These 


facts, together with the care in feed- 
ing nnd the study of market condi- 
tions, have been responsible for the 
success of many comiDorci.ul duck 
raisers. 
runners have rarely given 


the necessary attention to these latter 
points to socuiv :i large slum; of the 
trade in fancy "green" ducks. 


Growing Green Ducks. 


A green duck is a duckling which 


has grown rapidly and marketed when 
from eight to twelve weeks old, weigh- 
ing tit that time from four nnd one- 
luilf to six pounds. This rapid growth 
is made possible by an abundance of 
care and good feeding. 
Tho highest, 


pricos for ducks are. usually paid early 
in the spring, but this demand is chief- 
ly from tho large cities. As a matter 
o'f fact, many farmers market their 
ducks in the tall at: a lower price a 
bird than- green ducks bring in the 
spring. 
Tho Pokiu breed of ducks is kept 


utmost exclusively by producers of 
green ducks. The I-'ckins are hardy, 
nuke fairly "'good layers, u-re-ipracti- 
.-ully nonsettcrs, and while not espe- 
cially well adapted for the production 
of flesh, are listed in the heavy breeds 
of ducks. 
Tho standard weights of 


adult drake and duck arc nine and 
eight pounds each, respectively. They 
c'-re easily confined by low fences, and 
are a good breed to raise as u side 
issue on a general farm or by the 
town poultry keeper.

The fattening ration, which should 


bo used for two weeks before killing, 
consists of three parts, by -weight, of 
cornmeal, two parts of low-grade flour 
or middlings, one part of bran, one- 
half part of beef scrap, 10 per cent 
green feed and 3 per cent grit. This 
mash is fed three times daily. - The 
green feed is .sometimes left out of 
•the ration during the last week of fat- 
tening, as it tends to color the meat, 
but it is easier to keep the ducklings 
Ln good feeding condition if it is in- 
cluded.

milk-fattened chickens would produce 
a w-ll-bleached milk-fed green duck.

The Egg Breed. 


For the general farmer who is more 


interested in obtaining eggs than in 
producing green ducks for the market, 
the Indian Runner is a good breed. 
This duck holds the same relative po- 
sition in the duck family that the Leg- 
horn does in the chickou family. It 
lays n good-sized white egg, consider- 
ably larger than a hen's egg, and is 
declared to be a small eater, a good 
forager and hardy. 


At the present time the keeping of 


ducks for eggs is an industry which 
appears to be growing more rapidly in 
the South than elsewhere. 
A good de- 


mand for those eggs exists at Easter 
time, nnd the prices are usually sev- 
eral conts a liaxen higher than for 
hens' eggs, but during the balance of 
the year the average price for the two 
has been about the same. 
Recently, 


however, the introduction of the 'In- 
dian Runner lias helped in building 
up a trade In first-class ducks' eggs. 
These eggs should be marketed fre- 
quently, as they depreciate in quality 
more rapidly than hens' eggs. 
Tlie 


possibilities of securing a market, 
moreover, should be carefully investi- 
gated, for it is only in certain places 
that good prices can be secured for 
fancy ducks' eggs. 


On commercial duck farms most ol 


(.he hatching is done in incubators, for 
the I'okin and Indian Runner rarely 
sit. 
On farms where no incubator in 


available, the ogs-s are usually hatched 
under lions. Tho period of incubation 
is a week longer than that of hens' 
eggs, and, for this reason, the hen 
must be well cared for. While ducks 
aro easier to brood artificially than 
chickens, they may also be raised suc- 
cessfully under hens. 
In the latter 


case it is bettor to confine the hens 
and to allow tho ducklings free range.' 
Birds that are intended for sale as 
green ducks, however, are not usually 
allowed much range, but are fed heav- 
ily and forced for rapid growth. The 
brooders and brooding systems used 
for 
chickens give good results in 


rearing ducklings, although the letter 
do not require as high a temperature.

1010 there were 2,000.525 ducks ^ 
in the United States, valued at

America which has yet been formulated. 
The 


little Cincinnati district, which is trying to re- 
establish the sort of neighborliness which exists 
In small towns, has the most distinguished of 
visitors, men on reconstruction missions from the 
European countries, medical organizers and so- 
cial service workers. 
For instance. Dr. Rene 


SamJ of the University of Brussels was recently 
sent to this country to study methods for re- 
habilitating and reorganizing Belgium. 
He vis- 


ited Cincinnati and said of the Social Unit:

A death 
or a contagious disease 
affects the entire vil- 
)age and. the only people who go unbefriended 
are those who rebuff kindliness or who wear It 
out. 
But in tho crowded city people get away 


from this noighborliness, find seem to cnro noth- 
ing about the folks around them. Babies die be- 
cause the mothers do not know how to care for 
them. 
Many people who have consumption and 


other diseases live with small children-around 
them, exposing them to sickness. 
Many invalids 


spend months at home, alone and unbefriendetl. 
All this is not because the people of the city are 
not as kind hearted and as willing to be helpful, 
but because the city is too large for every one to 
know every one else, and many people live near 
each other for years without knowing even each 
other's names. 


The Social Unit, organization has divided the 


district of 15.000 people in which it is working 
Into thirty-one small blocks of about 500 people 
each. The plan is to make .each of these blocks 
a tiny village where folks will come to know one 
another and to be interested in having their neigh- 
bors happy and contented. 
In a country village 


there is usually some one woman who is a sort of 
village mother to whom folks go in times of trou- 
ble, who knows every one and is always busy 
getting people to help those in need. 
Taking her 


as an example, the Social Unit organization has 
fonnd in each tiny block village a woman who 
serves as a "block worker," who knows when 
anyone needs help of any kind and sees that help 
is given by the right agency. 
This worker Is 


chosen by the people of her block nnd is paid 
enough so that she will be enabled to employ 
someone to do part of her housework during the 
times that she is "mothering" her block. 
The 


thirty-one block workers, together, form what is 
called the Citizens' Council. 
The work of. this 


Citizens' Council i? to learn what the needs of 
every part of the district are and to see that plans 
are worked out for meeting these needs. 
In do- 


ing this it uses the knowledge of the different 
skilled groups in the community. 


Use People With Expert Knowledge. 


In every community there are certain groups, 


each of! which knows more about one particular 
thing than any other group. 
For example, tlie 


doctors know more about the prevention of dis- 
ease than anyone else, the teachers know more 
about educating children, the plumbers about 
plumbing, the business men about business, and 
so on. 


The Social Unit has organized people with spe- 


cial skill for the good of the community as a 
whole. 
The doctors are the boqrd of health of 


the district; the employers and trade unionists 
are the industrial experts; the social workers ure 
the department of public welfare; the teachers 
the board of education, and so on. 
When the 


Citizens' 
Council, 
or 
the 
"block 
representa- 


tives" discover a health need in the district it 
puts the problem up to the doctor group. 
From 


that time on the doctors are responsible for find- 
ing a solution for the problem an-d for submitting 
the plan they devise to the Citizens' Council. If 


Ti 


the block workers in the Citizens' Council should 
lind that there are many men out of work in the 
various blocks, the business nnd labor groups 
would be held responsible for the working out of 
some plan to moot the problem. 
In this way. 


everyone in the Social Unit district is enabled to 
woi-k for the whole community at the sunie time 
that ho. is working for himself. 
Everyone is a 


part of the big force for good in the community. 
Slowly, one by one, each occupation is being or- 
ganixed and will have an executive in charge. 
The committee made up of the executives of all 
the occupational groups is culled the Occupational 
Council of tho -Social Unit. 
The Occupational 


Council and the Citizens' Council acting together 
are the means by which the community governs 
.itself. 


Children Given Medical Attention. 


When the doctors nnd nurses of the Social Unit 


district were organized they found that there 
wore many babies dying every year quite unneces- 
sarily, either because little diseases which they 
contracted were not taken in time, or because 
their mothers were not properly educated in 'car- 
ing for them. 
The doctors asked tlie Citizens' 


Council to go into their blocks and u'ud out how- 
many children under six years of age there were. 
They found that there were 1,179. 
The doctors 


decided to give each of these children a com- 
plete medical examination, and the "block work-

When the epidemic of Influenza broke out. every- 


one knew that somewhere in his or her block, 
within calling distance, was a woman who would 
e.xcrt the utmost effort to see that those who were 
ill got help. The doctors and nurses were mobl 
tized through the district headquarters, so that 
cases could be cared for in tho shortest possible 
time. 
There was hardly a cose in the district 


which was not reported, and when the epidemic 
was over It was found that the death rnrc in this 


district had been a third 
lower that In the rest of 
the city.
